FRESNO, Calif. (A P) - “ I thought 
he was a psych patient,” a hospital 
therapist says of the m an he captured 
after a scuffle on a Greyhound bus led 
to the death of one passenger and the 
hijacking of the vehicle. 
Calvin Wilson, 22, of Fresno, was 
killed by fist blows to the throat, 
Sheriff’s Lt. Stan Barnes said. 
Barnes said Johnny Smith, 18, of Los 
Angeles, was booked for investigation 
of m urder and kidnaping. 
Barnes gave these details of the 
incident on Friday after the bus left 
Oakland on a run to Ix>s Angeles: 
After Wilson was hit in the throat, his 
assailant got a piece of glass from the 
rear view m irror of the bus and or­ 
dered driver Ronald D. Miller of 
nearby Sanger to drive about 20 miles 
to Valley Medical Center here so 
Wilson could be treated. 
At one point, tile m an ordered the 16 
passengers to stand and repeat after 
him three tim es, ‘‘I am not insane. I 
am thirsty.” 
He rifled several purses but did not 
steal anything. 
At the hospital, the man ordered 


everyone off the bus, held a piece of the 
broken 
m irror 
at 
the 
throat 
of 
passenger M argaret H arris of Vallejo 
and rushed inside the hospital with 
her. 
The man took his hostage to the fifth 
floor. When he dropped the m irror 
while getting a drink of w ater, Mrs. 
H arris fled.

assailant entering a utility room. 
R odger 
Peck, 
27, 
a 
hospital 
therapist, said he took handcuffs from 
the guard, went into the room and saw 
Smith “breaking big glass gallon jugs 
on the floor. 
‘‘I took one of the bottles away from 
him , backed him into a corner and 
handcuffed him .” 
“ I didn’t know the guy had killed 
anybody. Ten to one I wouldn’t have 
walked in there. I thought he was a 
psych patient.” 
B arnes said W ilson had 
been 
sleeping across from Smith on the bus 
but there was no apparent link bet­ 
ween the two men.

WASHINGTON (AP I - The Federal 
R eserve B oard has boosted the 
discount rate it charges 
m em ber 
banks for borrowing to a record-high 7 
per cent in an inflation-fighting move 
that m ay push up interest rates across 
the economy. 
The board also decided Friday to 
raise the reserve requirem ents of its 
m em ber banks, meaning that banks 
that belong to the Federal Reserve 
System will have to keep on hand more 
cash in relation to their deposits. 
The board said in taking the action 
that it was trying “to restrain con­ 
tinuing excessive expansion in money 
and credit.” 
The tight-money policies of central 
banks were designed to cool off the 
nation’s economy, which has been 
expanding at a fast rate since the first 
of the year, and has touched off a surge 
of inflation.

Reduces Costs 


Pickaway County 4-H Club News

County Extension Agent, 
Agriculture 
Even with higher hog prices, rapidly 
rising feed costs are taking their toll on 
pork production profits. Compared 
with a year ago, supplement costs are 
up about 400 per cent and corn prices 
have 
doubled. 
Economists 
who 
calculated average cost of production 
figures a year ago at $19.50 per hun­ 
dredweight now estimate that it costs 
over $34 to porduce IOO pounds of hogs 
in a farrow to finish operation. 


With these facts to “ live with,” 
better take another look at the role of 
breeding in maximizing feed ef­ 
ficiency, suggests Gene 
Lsler, ex­ 
tension animal science specialist at 
The Ohio State University. He points 
out that the most efficient pen of 
barrows and gilts at the Ohio Swine 
Evaluation Station this year took 360 
pounds of feed per pig to get from 50 
pounds starting weight to 200 pounds at 
slaughter. Other, less efficient pigs fed 
the same ration in side-by-side com­ 
parisons took 560 pounds of feed per 
pig 
for the same 
weight 
gains. 
(Average for the state is estimated at 
540 pounds of feed for this 150 pounds of 
gain.) 


The 200 pounds less feed eaten by the 
better-bred pigs represents a savings 
of $10 per head. This can add a con­ 
siderable amount of profits, if you feed 
very many hogs 
These figures make it look obvious, 
Lsler observes, that any widespread 
use of improves! breeding stock could 
make a sizeable feed efficiency impact 
around the state. He suggests that 
getting records on your next herd sire 
would take much of the gamble out of 
knowing how your next pig crop will 
perform. Boars with the most com­ 
plete records obtainable will sell in two 
sales to be held soon. On Saturday, 
August 4, about 55 test station boars 


will sell at the Ohio Certified Boar and 
Gilt 
Sale 
at 
the 
Clark 
County 
Fairgrounds near Springfield. 
Feed efficiency is an inherited trait. 
That's why what you buy in the next 
boar “ will 
be passed on to his pig 
ceop, lsler points out. 
The heritability of swine traits, he 
reveals, is as follows: Highly heritable 
traits (40 to 60 per cent heritability )— 
backfat, loin eye area, length, and 
percent lean cuts; medium heritable 
traits (30 to 35 per cent heritability )— 
feed efficiency and growth rate; lowly 
heritable traits (5 to 15 per cent 
heritability) litter size born, number 
weaned, and weaning weight. 
From this list you can see that feed 
efficiency is among the heritable swine 
traits. Although feed efficiency isn’t as 
heritable 
as 
carcass 
traits, 
a 
heritability figure of 30 to 35 per cent 
indicates that progress for feed ef­ 
ficiency can be made trough breeding. 
Here’s an example to show how much 
progress can be made—comparison of 
two boars, boar A with a feed ef­ 
ficiency record of 240 and boar B with a 
feed efficiency record of 280. The 
difference in feed efficiency is 280 
minus 240 or 40 pounds. On a 200-pound 
pig this would he a saving of 80 pounds 
of feed, lsler points out. To find out 
how much of this feed efficiency is 
passed on the the boar’s jirogeny, lsler 
calculates 80 pounds times 
.35 
heritability times .50 sire influence 
equals 14 pounds (savingsof 14 pounds 
of feed per pig sired by the boar). 
At today’s feed prices, this amounts 
to a savings of about 70cents per pig. If 
a boar sires 5(H) pigs this could be an 
increased profit of $350 through the use 
of a better sire. 
I ^regress for this and other traits can 
add up quickly when “ improvement is 
added 
to 
improvement” 
each 
generation. You might think in terms 
of where your next five boars might 
take you, lsler suggests.

Large Portion Of Soybean 
Crop To Be Planted Late

U.S. Reserve O f Soybeans To Hit Zero?

Due to delayed corn planting and wet 
fields, a large portion of Ohio’s 1973 
soybean crop will be planted the last 
week of June and the first IO days of 
July. 
Late planting does not necessarily 
mean very low yields, according to 
Jam es 
Beuerlein, 
Extension 
Agronomist at 
The 
Ohio 
State 
University. There will probably not be 
any 50 and 60 bushels per acre yields 
from late-planted beans. Under ideal 
conditions, though, Beuerlein says that 
yields of 35 to 40 bushels are possible 
with late June plantings and yields of 
20 to 30 bushels are possible when 
soybeans are seeded as late as July IO. 
If production costs are $70 and $80 
per acre and the soybeans are sold for 
$6 a bushel, then a 20 to 40 bushel yield 
could produce a net profit of $40 to $160 
per acre. 
If large yields and profits are 
desired, you must change several 
cultural practices to counter the late 
planting, the agronomist declares. 
Such things as planting date, variety 
selection, row width, seeding rate, 
weed control, insect control, crop 
fertilization, and planting depth, all 
can play a big role in the final yield. 
Here are his recommendations: 
Planting Date — With late June and 
early July plantings, yields can be 
reduced by as much as 3/i to I bushel 
per acre for each day planting is 
delayed. When planting after a barley 
or wheat crop, the grain should be 
harvested at 20 to 25 per cent moisture 
and dried. TTie $6 to $8 drying cost is 
more than offset by the anticipated 4 to 
7 extra bushels of soybeans. 
Variety Selection — I cate maturing 
varieties such as (Walland, Clark 63 and 
Cutler 71 will probably not mature 
when planted in late June. Very early 
varieites such as Chippewa - 64 will not 
produce well when planted in late 
June. The medium season varieities 
such as Harosoy 63, Amsoy 71, Corsoy 
and Beeson are satisfactory for late 
June and early July planting. Varieites 
of the Wayne maturity are suitable for 


late June plantings but may be killed 
by an r -ly frost in Northern Ohio 
when ; ...ted in July, before reaching 
maturity. 


Row Width — Narrow rows or solid 
drilling is necessary to compensate for 
the smaller soybean plant size caused 
by late planting. Row widths should be 
20 inches or less to provide complete 
ground cover within a few weeks after 
emergence. This enables the crop to 
intercept a maximum amount of 
sunlight and 
produce the 
largest 
possible yield. 


Seeding Rate — Seeding rates should 
be increased with delayed planting. 
Weed Control — Weed control 
procedures and recommendations are 
much the same as for May planted 
soybeans. With rows too narrow to 
cultivate, weed control m ust be 
completely accomplished with her­ 
bicides. The combination of herbicides 
must kill existing weeds as well as 
prevent the groth of weeds from seed. 
Refer to pages 87 and 88 of the 1972-73 
“ Agronomy G uide’’ for specific 
recommendations. 
Insect Control — Due to a cold and 
wet 
spring, 
insect 
populations 
(especially seed corn maggot) are at a 
record high, and the potential loss of 
stands due to seed and seedling insects 
is also high. Treating the seed with 
diazinon at the rate of 2 ounces active 
material per bushel of seed will 
provide adequate protection. Be sure 
to use the formulation designed for 
planter box treatment since other 
formulations are very unsatisfactory. 
Soil Fertility and Fertilization — 
Each bushel of soybeans contains 
about I pound of phosphate and 14 
pounds of potash. Large yields are 
possible only when adequate amounts 
of nutrients are available to the crop. 
Where the soil is very low in fertility,’ 
adequate fertilizer should be applied to 
supply the crop’s need. When fields are 
high in fertility, a smaller amount of 
fertilizer is needed to supply the crops 
need. Refer to pages 38 and 39 of the 
1972-73 “Agronomy Guide’’ for specific 
fertilizer recommendations.

The idea of earning money for work 
you can do at home in your spare time 
appeals to many of us. It sounds 
especially good to the housewife, the 
shut-in, the elderly, and the teenager. 
And the ads are easy to find in 
newspapers, magazines, even on the 
radio. 
These ads feature many kinds of 
work, too. Ads in a recent Ohio 
newspaper offered a choice of ad­ 
dressing envelopes or raising herbs. A 
recent radio ad invited you to become 
a songwriter. Work offered by other 
plans varied from gilding greeting 
cards to sewing aprons or raising 
earthworms. 
View these ads with a wary eye for 
several reasons. Often, answering the 
ad will cost you money, The advertiser 
may charge a fee for instructions or 
may sell m aterials, even equipment, 
needed to make the item involved. Be 
especially cautious about ads that 
offer kits to be assembled or seeds or 
breeding stock to grow. Such materials 
are often over-priced. 
The ad may promise to purchase

Many who have responded to work-at- 
home ads spent money and time 
making a product — only to find the 
company refused to buy it. Be aware 
that you might have to find your own 
market to sell the item you assembled 
or raised. 
If you do find a work-at-home plan 
that appeals to you, check the com­ 
pany’s reputation — before you send 
any money or sign any contract! The 
nearest Better Business Bureau can 
tell you if it has received any com­ 
plaints about the com pany. The 
Bureau can also tell you if the com­ 
plaints were settled satisfactorily.

is the ideal planting depth. Prepare the 
soil enough to provide a firm seedbed. 
free of large “clods,” to insure good 
seed-soil contact and good seed 
coverage. The seed should be placed in 
moist soil. If furrow openers are used, 
do not cover the seed with more than 
14 inches of soil. Some herbicides can 
reduce germination at this planting 
depth, particularly if a heavy rain 
occurs before emergence. 
Sum m ary — Large yields are 
produced only when a majority of 
production practices are near op­ 
timum. No one practice is the secret to 
high yields. They are produced only 
when the grower uses each production 
practice at it’s optimum and adjusts 
practices to fit his soil and his par­ 
ticular situation.

Turf Pests Present 
Above average rainfall in most 
areas has kept our lawns growing and 
green, but the turf pests are there just 
the same. The only reason we haven’t 
noticed their damage is because ex­ 
cess moisture and nitrogen have 
helped the g rass overcom e pest 
feeding without our noticing it. 
Hot, dry weather will change the 
picture. Brown spots in the lawn will 
start to show up. Some of these will be 
due to insect feeding damage. 
Pests most likely feeding in your 
lawn now are sod webworm, chinch 
bugs, and bluegrass billbugs. You 
can’t control all of these now as timing 
and methods of control are not the 
same. 
Sod webworms feed on the grass 
blades and can be controlled by ap­ 
plying an insecticide to this portion of 
the plant. Chinch bugs live deep in the 
thatch and cannot be reached as 
easily. Entom ologists recom m end 
wetting down the lawn before applying 
the insecticide. Then apply insecticide 
with plenty of water — 50 or more 
gallons per 1,000 square feet of lawn. 
That’s a lot of water, but it takes that 
much to penetrate the thatch. On 
bluegrass billbugs, control is a 
preventative treatment. We need to 
kill the adults before they have laid 
their eggs. Timing of control ap­ 
plication is tough to determine. En­ 
tom ologists, 
based 
on 
present 
knowledge of the insect, recommend 
control methods in late June or early 
July. 
For complete listings of pesticides, 
rates to use, and time to apply, get a 
copy of leaflet 187, Control of Turf- 
grass Pests, from your County Ex­ 
tension Agent. 
Sleepy, Drowsy Linking Plants 
Ornamentals that aren’t “looking 
t(K> well” may have good reason, 
particularly 
following 
the 
frog 
strangling rains of the past few weeks. 
A couple of things could be wrong, and 
they both add up to the same thing —- 
lack of oxygen in the root zone. 
First, if you 
planted 
your or­ 
namental in clay soil and made tlx* 
hole only big enough for the root ball to 
fit in the hole, the plant is likely sitting 
in a “bowl” of water. Clay soils drain 
very slowly and may retain water for 
several days longer than well drained 
soils such as loam or sandy loam. 
Second, even if you prepared the 
planting hole properly — that is, twice 
the diameter of the plant soil ball, and 
prepared a good backfill soil, you 
might still have water logged plants. 
This would be due to poor soil drainage 
in the area surrounding the plant 
possibly the entire yard. 
Tight soil holds water. Too much 
water reduces or eliminates soil 
aeration, thus robbing plants of needed 
oxygen. The results is droopy plants 
tliat wilt and lose their leaves. 
Better do something about 
tin* 
drainage!

Overzealous Recruiting 


There is strong competition 
for the job of U.S. 
Army 
recruiter, considered a plush 
assignment by many ser­ 


vicemen. The one requirement 
recruiters must meet to stay on 
the 
job 
is 
fulfillment 
of 
assigned quotas. 
The all-volunteer concept the 
Army has been operating under 
for the last seven months has 
made recruitment tough, and 


there are reports that the Army 
has fallen about 10,000 men 
short of its goals in the last four 
months. 
That combination of c ir­ 


cumstances apparently has 
produced some hanky panky in 
various recruiting offices as 
recruiters try to meet quotas 
by bending rules more than a 


little. To the extent, say in­ 
vestigators from 
the 
Army 
C rim inal 
Investigations 
Division, that some recruiters 
havs been falsifying inductee 
histories, 
accepting 
recruits 


with 
medical 
or 
other 
deficiencies and ignoring police 
records or other factors which 
would disqualify candidates. 
Investigations into recruiting 
malpractices have expanded 


into 
37 
states, 
with 
107 
recruiters so far removed from 
their assignments for various 
irregularities. What is to be 
done about recruits who may 
have been inducted illegally 
has not been announced. 
While there is no acceptable 
excuse for recruiters accepting 
men who do not qualify for 
Army service, the Army itself 
is culpable to the extent it gives 
its recruiting forces no alter­ 
native but to produce or be 
reassigned to regular Army 
units. 
This is a situation ripe with 
incentives for overzealous 
salesmanship. 


Fifties Myth Decoded 


The little dust-ups in popular culture 
can sometimes be very revealing, and 
we are now witnessing a serio-comic 
argument 
but one with certain 
profound implications 
over the 
character and indeed the relative 
value of the 1950s in America. 
On the one hand, there has occurred 
a kind of pop 1950s revival. Not long 
ago, before it folded, life magazine 
ran one of its fad features on “ The 
Nifty Fifties,” ami 
a little later 
Newsweek tried its hand at the same 
thing with "Yearning for the Fifties: 
The flood Old Days.” A fashion 
reporter recently noted “ the feeling of 
the fifties that will rule a large part of 
French fashion next fall is already 
apparent.” The news is the same from 
Lindon 
fashion centers. 
And 
tne 
relative calm that prevails on the 
campus has been compared, four 
thousand times this month, to the 
mood of the 1950s. 
Not everybody likes it, however. 
Max I merrier referred to the “ un­ 
conscious fifties,” which he contrasted 
with the “ socially conscious” thirties. 
One New York Times staffer writes: 
“ The fifties under Ike represented a 
sort of national prefrontal lobotomy: 
tail-finned, we Sunday-drove down Hie 
superhighways of life .” Another 
Timesman asserts that “ the broad 
retreat in the last three years from 
political activism to personal and 
parochial concerns appears to be a 
resurgence of the middleclass values 
and apathetic innocence of the 
nineteen-fifties.” So, we are to un­ 
derstand, the fifties were "apathetic” 
and “ apolitical.” 
Now right there, I think, we have 
isolated some interesting code words: 
apathetic” and “ apolitical.” They do 
not really mean here what they 
customarily mean. 
For surely, historically considered, 
tile fifties were not apathetic or 
lobotomized or apolitical. 
The decade got off to a fast start with 
the argument between the partisans of 
Chambers and the partisans of Miss, 
an argument about Communism, 
about the meaning of the New Deal, 
and about which of two or more 
competing elites had the better title to 
power in America. 
The year 1952 saw the emergence of 
Adlai Stevenson as a national figure, 
and the birth of the Stevensonian 
movement, something quite distinct 
from the candidate himself. Stevenson 
had thousands of committed admirers, 
and they helped to transform 
for 
better or worse 
the Democratic 
Party. Stevensonians were active on 
every 
allegedly apolitical 
cam­ 
pus. 
During the fifties, intellectuals on 
the 
liberal 
side 
were 
active 
in 
organizations like the ADA and the

Committee for Cultural Freedom. 
I Airing the fifties, for the first time 
since the New Deal, a conservative 
intellectual opposition came into 
being. Russell K irk ’s “ The Con­ 
servative 
Mind” 
went 
through 
numerous printings and editions to 
become an early 1950s political and 
intellectual 
landmark. 
National 
Review and Modern Age magazines 
were launched Conservative students 
were active in organizations like YAF 
I Yound Am ericans for Fredom ); 
indeed, some such YAF members have 
gone on to brilliant public careers in 
things like the Office of Economic 
Opportunity, heh heh. 
The fifties also produced what can 
only be called 
a 
renaissance 
in 
political writing: Keinhoid Niebuhr, 
John Courtney Murray, I jeu Strauss, 
Willmoore Kendall, and, in his own 


vein, Lienel Trilling were at peak 
form 
The quality of such political writing, 
incidentally, strikes me as much 
higher than the typical productions of 
the 1960s 
by Noam Chomsky, 
Herbert Marcuse, or, say, Theodore 
Koszak. 
On the record, therefore, there was 
plenty of politics in the fifties, both on 
the campus arni off, and both active 
and reflective. What, then, can it 
mean to speak of the “ apolitical” or 
“ apathetic" fifties? 
Clearly only one thing. There was 
not much radical political activity in 
the fifties. The fifties were “ apathetic” 
toward radical themes and causes. 
And that, prec isely, is the complaint 
not that they were really “ apolitical” 
at all. That is the meaning of the code 
words.

They’ll Do It Every l ime 


The laser beam is now being tried for 
the treatment of glaucoma. 
This form of treatment seems to 
eliminate the need for surgery, even 
though there may tx* a need to repeat 
the treatment every six or nine 
months. 
Dr. Michael M. Krasnov, of the 
Moscow Medical Institute, believes 
that this simple procedure can be 
performed in tlx* doctor’s office. 
American eye specialists have been 
using some modification of this type of 
laser beam treatment for glaucoma. 
The American results are still in­ 
conclusive, but there is sufficient 
enthusiasm both here and abroad to 
warrant continued investigation. 
Scientists are constantly at work in 
trying to find simpler ways of con­ 
trolling glaucoma, still the greatest 
single cause of blindness.

Airline officers, for example, don’t 
claim that anyone cancels out of a trip 
for the specific, articulated reason that 
Schlesinger 
Takes Over 
A t Defense 


W ASHINGTON (A P )- Ja m e s R. 
Schlesinger, a pipe-puffing former 
analyst for a government-nurtured 
think tank and the nation’s one-time 
top spy master, has been confirmed by 
the Senate as secretary of defense. 
He was confirmed Thursday after 
Sen. W illiam Proxm ire, D-Wis., 
dropped 
his 
objections 
to 
the 
nomination. 
Proxmire objected after Schlesinger 
indicated that under certain conditions 
he would recommend resumption of 
U.S. bombing of North Vietnam. 
His elaboration still did not satisfy 
Proxmire, but the senator finally said 
Schlesinger was “ a very good man.” 
Schlesinger, 44, a Harvard-trained 
economist, follows Elliot L. Richard­ 
son, who spent only four months in the 
post before moving on to become at­ 
torney general. 
Schlesinger had headed the Central 
Intelligence Agency for less than four 
months when President Nixon picked 
him for the defense job. David Pack­ 
ard, a m illionaire California in­ 
dustrialist, was Nixon’s first choice for 
the job, but he turned it down. 
The new secretary served previously 
as head of the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission and assistant budget director. 
He spent IO years with the Rand 
Corp., which conducts sensitive 
analyses for defense agencies. As a 
Rand analyst, he advised the govern­ 
ment on nuclear arms and other 
national-security subjects. 


he or she doesn’t want to travel while 
Watergate uncertainties exist. But 
behavioral psychologists say it is at 
least part of the reason. 
“ It has frequently been observed in 
the past that unfavorable news tends to 
color economic attitudes and ex­ 
pectations, even if the news is not 
directly related to economic con­ 
cerns,” states the Survey Research 
Center. 
The center, part of the Institute for 
Social Research at the University of 
Michigan, has been studying consumer 
attitudes as long as any group. It finds 
that adverse news of any type might be 
translated into an economic decision.

This suggests there is a danger in 
attempting to blame Watergate for 
everything that is wrong with the 
economy.

There are areas of economic activity 
in which the Watergate impact seems 
to be fairly well demonstrated, 
although you still won’t find total 
agreement. 
International bankers, for example, 
blame Watergate as much as inflation 
for the otherwise mysterious decline in 
the dollar’s value. 
Watergate, according to the popular 
argument, 
has 
undermined 
the 
government’s 
ability 
to 
act. 
Specifically, it has reduced the ability 
of government to act against inflation, 
and inflation hurts currency values. 
So far, nobody has appeared with a 
conclusively documented study that 
can show the damage in dollars and 
cents.

Back in 1932 when Felisa Rincon cie 
Gautier was 35 years old, the only 
place she’d ever been without a 
chaperone was church. But 1932 was 
the turning point in her life. 
“It was the year,” recalled the at­ 
tractive gray-haired woman, now 76, 
‘‘when women in Puerto Rico were 
given the vote. My father was shocked 
because, for the first time in my life, I 
stood up to him and insisted on 
registering.” 
A Vote That Taunted 
He thought, she explained, that once 
a woman became involved in politics 
by voting she’d lose her charm and 
softness. But Felisa, as feminine now 
as she was in the days wlien six* lex! a 
sheltered life, not only voted but was 
destined to be voted for. 
Voting led her into politics and, 
despite the unwritten law of machismo 
(the dominance of the male), she 
became mayor of San Juan. She 
moved into City Hall on December 5, 
1946 and stayed five terms, a total of 22 
years, ending her reign on December 
31, 1968. 
“ It was something extraordinary at 
the beginning,” said 
Felisa. 
“Of 
course, the news-papers had fun with 
me making many cartoons. I hate1 
cartoons they always made me look 
so unattractive, and I ain, after all, a 
woman and vain.” 
Housewifely Talent 
But, as she set about cleaning up the 
city and setting it in order, much like a 
housewife organizing her household, 
critics took a second 
look. 
The 
“ woman” seemed to be getting things 
done. 
“ As a woman I never really had a 
problem,” she recalled. “Of course, I 
had to work three times harder than a 
man to succeed. But, a 
woman 
naturally knows how to deal with 
human beings, how to get along with 
men, and that helped me to do the job. 
It took time but patience is one of my 
virtues.” 
Book About Felisa 
The story of her rise in politics to the 
top office in San Juan is a fascinating 
one. It’s been well told by Ruth Gruber 
in “ Felisa Rincon de Gautier, The 
Mayor of San Juan,” one of the books 
in a series for young adults on Women 
of America published by Crowell.

biography of a woman who refused to 
accept things as they were, who took 
great chances and offered bold 
challenges, a rebel. That’s what Felisa 
was that’s what she still is- when she 
was Mayor of San Juan. 
“The first thing I wanted to do was to 
clean up the city,” she remembered, 
“ so I started a campaign. I wanted 
people to hike pride in their city. It is a 
shirt.” 
Sign of Success 
She knew her campaign was suc­ 
ceeding one day when she watched a 
man throw a cigarette package on the 
street only to be admonished by a 
school child: 
“ You cannot do that,” the child 
scolder!. “ You cannot dirty San Juan.” 
She went on to build nursery schools, 
modernize hospitals and improve the 
quality of life for the poor. 
“ The things I did,” she said, “ were 
aimed at one thing to stimulate' tile 
people to help themselves, to give 
them the incentive to bike pride in 
themselves and in their city.” 
Person to Person 
T'he people knew they had a friend at 
City Hall when, one of her first steps in 
office, she announced she would hold 
Ojh'ii House every Wednesday. People 
came, they came in droves for 22 
years, with their problems, often 
personal ones. Felisa listened and 
tried to help. It was person-to-person 
politics and, over the years, it won her 
strong friends at the polls. 
Although she’s no longer in office, 
people still come to see lier in her 
apartment in down-town San Juan. 
Her life is full and busy. A com­ 
mitteewoman for the Democratic 
Party, she travels back and forth to the 
United States. 
“ I ani busy all the tune,” she said. 
When I lei! < 11\ Hall, I thought I 
would at last Im* able to enjoy reading 
poetry and cookbooks I love to cook 
but I never have the time. Perhaps one 
of these days. . .” 
She also would like to write* a Imok. 
“ It will be little pieces about the 
famous people I have met,” she said.

Fifty Depression Glass shows have 
been held in major cities in the past 
few years. 
An 8-page newspaper, “ Depression 
Glass Daze,” published in Otisville, 
Mich., that’s devoted to buying, selling 
and trading glass lias, in just one year, 
ex [Minded to 40 pages.

NEW YORK (AP) — A 
major network recently took 
out a newspaper ad here to 
report that the anchormen on 
the five TV stations it owns 
now do their newscasts right 
from the newsroom instead of 
a studio. 
“When you take newsmen 
off the set and move the 
cameras into the newsroom, 
where the real excitement is, 
that’s news,” the ad said. 
It may be news in New 
York, but it’s old hat for my 
pal Everett Scrimshaw, who 
is the owner, 
manager, 
producer, director, reporter, 
anchorman and staff trom­ 
bonist for WWWW-TV in 
Bumfudgeon, Fla. 
“Ah’ve been broadcasts’ 
from the newsroom ever 
since Ah took over the 
station,” he said. “Ah have 
to. It’s where we keep the 
cameras, the news tickers, 
mah typewriter, the pay 
phone and the coffee pot. 
“Ah also keep a little rye 
handy, but don’t put that in 
the paper,” added Everett, 
who acquired WWWW two 
years ago when the former 
owner went to Washington to 
talk to the FCC and never 
came back. 
Everett’s station is so small 
he doesn’t need interoffice 
memos because there’s only 
one office to send them to. 
And that office is where he 
does the “I See You News” 
program each night from 5 to 
6 p.m. The tiny newsroom is a 
beehive 
of 
activity 
the 
moment he arrives to prepare 
the show. 
The reason it is so busy is 
that Everett usually arrives 
30 minutes before the show 
begins. The rest of the time 
he’s out juicing. 
The unsung hero of the “I 
See You News” is its sole 
newswriter and assignment 
editor, Sinbad Brittle. He’s a 
thin, sallow-faced man who 
left a major newspaper — the 
Bumfudgeon Eagle —to work 
for WWWW. 
Like 
many 
ex- 
newspapermen who make the 
switch, he thinks the an­ 
chorman couldn’t find a story 
unless it was World War III. 
He thinks all anchormen have 
only 
pretty faces, golden 
voices and no smarts. 
This isn’t the case, of 
course; many anchormen are 
fine reporters. 
The “I See You News” 
team once had a sportcaster 
who came to WWWW from a 
New York station. But he 
never had any sports news. 
He just stood there giggling 
for five minutes. Someone 
finally took him away. 
They also had a weather­ 
man, but after telling six 
jokes and predicting clear 
skies one day, he stepped 
outside and was immediately 
pummeled to death by hail.

Global Weather 
Study Planned 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The United 
States and the Soviet Union are set to 
begin an unprecedented $40 million 
scientific effort by 26 nations to find 
better means of forecasting the 
world’s weather, the government 
announced Friday. 
The venture will focus on and above 
a nearly 17 million square-mile area of 
the 
planet’s equatorial 
belt. The 
tropical area contains the main atmos­ 
pheric “ heat engine” that drives the 
general circulation of the global at­ 
mosphere. 
More than 5,000 scientists, 34 ships, 
ll aircraft, and the instruments from 
250 weather observation stations in 46 
countries will be employed. 
Objectives will range from seeking 
means to better forecast hurricanes 
and typhoons to exploring possibilities 
for modifying tropical weather.

The venture will be the main effort 
so far in an over-all international 
program called Global Atmospheric 
Research Program, or “ G ARP” for 
short. 
The acronym for the equatorial 
project is “ G ATE” — “ GARP Atlantic 
Tropical Experiment.” 
GATE will be concerned with 
transport of energy from the lower 
levels of the atmosphere into the upper 
levels. 
The United States is paying $10 
million of the $40 million tab. Funding 
agencies are the NSF, the Commerce 
Department’s National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration and
